out of their hand* at the lute Election.— 
They »'erc »trongly in a majority there last 
year, not only on the Preeidential ticket, but 
in all the department* of the State govern- 
ment—electing their Governor by »i»ty-fiy* 
thouund majority over Judge Parker, the 
very popular and worthy man supported by 


the Buchanan party. In both branches of 
the Legislature, the Republicans were so 
ttrong that the other parties were essential- 
ly powerles?. 


At the late Election, the Buchanan party 


have cnrrM the State ticket by some fifteen 
thousand majority, and annihilated the pre- 
ponderance of our Kepublican friends in one 


if not in both branches of the Legislature. 
Tta coninst tor Assembly-men hat, been so 
close, arid t.he political sentiments of some 
o: uif ii-i'mbra oleel partaking of Iwth the 


VltipultHciui and American element, it does 
not appear to be quite certain who is to con- 
trol the action of the lower house. 
But the 


Fillmore Americans with a small handful of 
members in either branch, talk quite confi- 
dently of their ability to shape the action of 
both— which is certainly possible, but not 
very probable. The Legislature meets in 
January, and there is no certainty that this 
question of majorities will be definitely set- 
t'k d before. 


'the question, however, may well be re- 


peated—[or it has been already and often 
nsked, Why have the Republicans of York 
State submitted' to this inglorions defeat? 
Their great and noble commonwealth,should 
lead the van, in upholding the Constitution 
!ind the rights of the People, against the en- 
croachments of the Slave Power :—why 
should they, at th s crisis in our history— 
this turning point, perhaps, in the great con- 
test that is waging between freedom and des- 
potism in our fair land—why shouW they 
tamely yield up the vantage ground they 
had so nobly gained ? There is an immense 
falling off in the popular vote of the State 
this year, as compared with that of 1856 
and this deficiency is mainly upon the Re- 
publican side. It was not to have been ex- 
pected that the full poll of thePresidential con- 
test would be maintained. It is seldom main- 
tamed, in any State, the following year. But" 
surely, it was for the other parties, if any— 
not for the Republican host of freedom—to 
have faltered in the late political conflict in 
the Empire State. 
Since the above wac 


written, we have seen a nearly complete ta- 
ble of the vote, of the State, hy .counties, 
which, as compared with the vote of 
year, sh.ows a falling off of 88,564 indhe 
publican vote, and of barely 4,429 on 
Democratic side. The State has there/o! 
been lost, not by any revolution in the pub- 
lic sentiment, not by any accession of Repub- 
licans to the Buchanan side—but simply by 
idleness and negligence of four times as 
many Republicans as would have been r2- 
quisite to have maintained the ascendancy 
of their party in the State government. 


We cannot but regard this recusancy as 


wholly inexcusable. There was some com- 
plaint made, and a good deal of dust raised, 


. by certain unprincipled politicians in the city 


of New York, about the passage of certain 
laws for the better government of the great 
metropolis i but the most obnoxious of 
those laws was fully confirmed by the Court 
of Appeals, the highest Court in the State. 
And we are waiting to see a decent reason 
assigned for the conduct of those who, by 
their default, have given the Empire State 
into the iisuds of the enemy.
